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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This is in response to the Restriction Requirement mailed September 11, 2007.

REMARKS 

The Examiner contends that the Markush group set forth in the claims includes both 
independent and distinct inventions, and patentably distinct compounds (of species) within each 
invention.

I. Claims 1-23, 27 and 28, drawn to compounds and compositions. 

II. Claims 24-26 and 29, drawn to process of using. 

Applicants are required to elect one of the above Groups, upon which examination will 
be based. Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, Group I (Claims 1-23, 27 and 28), drawn to 
compounds and compositions. 

Upon election of Group I, Applicants are also required to elect a single disclosed species 
(compound) within the elected Group for search purposes. Accordingly, Applicants elect the 
following species of Group I:
